Children' s Center Profests Title XX 


SAN ERANCISCO 一 Title XXX 
of the Social Security Act which 


Was passed recently,， and will be 


in effect October 1，1975，has 
caused much unease among par- 
ents and many concerned with 
the quantity and quality of child 
care, according to Spokespersons 
for the Chinatown Community 
Children s Center. 

First, Title XX is increasing the 
eligibility for childcare to families 
of four with incomes up to $17,- 
256，but has not provided more 
money for childcare and more 
centers to fill the thus increased 
need. It is expected that low- 
income and higher-income Ppar- 
ents will in effect be competing 
with each other for still inade- 
quate childcare. 

Second, Title XX eliminates the 
requirement for educational com- 
ponents in the childcare centers. 
In other words，the centers will 
become mere custodial and not

REUNION 

President Ford，in his recent 
speech on the world situation, in- 
dicated that he will be visiting 
Peking later this year， Chinese 
Americans，particularly those 
with relatives still in China，are 
legitimately concerned with the 
Visit's_ effect on the prospect ol 
reuniting their families， Many 
have expressed the hope that the 
President will reach a consensSus 
with Peking on expediting and 
clarifying the procedures of ap- 
plying to get relatives here from 
China. 


Special Social Security 人 


Benefits under the Tax Reduction 
Act of 1975. 

The $50 payment wil be issued to 
the more than 34 million individuals 
Under the programs who are paid a 
regular benefit ,payment for the 
month of March. Individuals who 
receive benhefits Under two or more 
of the programs will be entitled to 
only one $30 payment. The conven- 
tional Green Treasury check will be 
Used for these payments. 


NOT TAXABLE 

There is no need to apply for the 
payments. It will come automatical- 
ly, as long as one has received a So- 
cial Security check for March. It will 
come in a separate check. Also, 让 
will not be counted as income OF te- 
soutce forthe calendar year of 19753， 
and is not taxable. 

Treasury Disbursement _ offices 
will begin issuing the Special pay- 
ments in early May. However, due to 
heavy workloads resulting from the 
tax rebate ,to individual taxpayers 
under the same Act, the processing 
will not be compbpleted until June 20. 

Therefore，recipients should not 
be concerned 让 their check does not 
artive during the latter Dart of May 
or earlyJune. Ifthe payment has not 
arrived by June 30, those entitled to 
the special payment should then 


contact their regular benefit office. 
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The Lessonin Vietnam 


After the battles in Cambodia,we are witnessing a series of fast-changing 
events in South Vietnam which have led to the collapse of the Saigon 
regime. 

The American public seems to accept the victory of the Viet Cong and the 
Subsequent unification of North and South Vietnam under one government. 
Public attention during these days has turned to the massive American 
evacuation effort，and no one mentions the so-called Vietnamization 
programs and whatever possibilities remain for the Saigon troops to defend 
themselves. 

We should pause, at this juncture' to review US9S involvement in Asian 
wars，one after another. Were we indeed fighting to“save” the Asian 
nations from communism2? Were we fighting to prevent another global war? 
Have we been Supporting the people，or rather，the dictatorial military 
Imachineries and their colonels and generals” 

During the Korean war，we were told that it was all right to push our 
troops all the way to the Chinese border，and that China would not dare 
intervene. They were wrong. The irony of it all was that while China was 
fighting in the Soviet camp，the Soviet Union made China pay for every 
single bullet and thus drained China' s economy. It is now obvious that 
China never intended to fight such a costly war, 赴 the American troops were 
to keep their distance. 

The Cambodian situation was another fiasco. We were told by the 
Pentagon that Lon Nol had toppled the “Commnunist ”Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk and thus“freed”the Cambodians, In reality Sihanouk on one 
hand had to deal with the Khmer Rouge and on the other tried to stay 
neutral. By replacing 9ihanouk with Lon Nol, as recent events confined，we 
were helping the Khmer Rouge to gain control of the entire country-. 

The Vietnam situation is all too obvious at this point. While the American 
government is fearful of a Communist takeover of the region，natives of 
southeastern Asis consider it a nationalistic movement. While the Statef 
Department spokesmen were worried about the “expansion tendency of 
China, the Vietnamese who remember what'it was like under colonial rule 
were doing theirbest to keep the Chinese troops out. 

American officials and politicians have ignored lessons in history. They 
are blinded to the intelligence reports they received，lacked vision and 
credibility in international relations and leadership，and made themselves 
oblivious to the sufferings of hundred of thousands of Asians. They should 
never again meddle in other nations' internal affairs.

Chinatown property owners have 
been paying their taxes as long as 
anyone else. Still，no library is 


available at the present time to- 


provide essential books，periodi- 
cals，general information，and 
Special programs for the commu- 
nity. 

EVIDENT NEED 


The need for a library is quite 


evjident. Castelar 了 Elementary 
School does not remain open 
after School hours; its_ children 
have no neighborhood library 
they can use. Evans Adult School 
has over 4000 day and evening 
students who are primarily learn- 
ing English asaSecondLanguage 
with no school library to use; and 
the school budget precludes hav- 
ing sufficient materials to meet 
the study needs of all its stu- 
dents. A_ parochial school in the 
Chinatown area presently has no 
extensive resources for its stu- 
dents that a library could easily 
supPply. 

An indication of the children's 
interest in having albrary'is the 
Bookmobile, atraveling library of 
the city .of Los Angeles. It is 
SwWamped by the children every 
time.it comes to the Chinatown 
area. It only remains 1!2 hours 
each week，yet it gets qujite ex- 
tensive use. Many of the children 
in the area are highly motivated， 
and some have even read all of 
the books in the Bookmobile.

peal is lodged imnmediately.… 

THE KINGFISH 

An Independent Commission 
Against Corruption (ICAC) is the 
watchdog of corrupt government 
employees. It was responsible for 
taking Godber back to 了 Hong 
Kong following continued agita- 
tions by the Chinese community 
for over ayear. The former police 
Superintendent has previously 
been able to slip through local 
immigration in his 旨 light back to 
England. 

The ICAC is looking into the 
affairs of both government o 仁 i- 
cials and private individuals. The 
general belief is that corruption is 
fairly widespread. The general 
hints that certain high local offi- 
cials or retired officials im Britain 
are being investigated, but so far 
the net is not big enough for the 
kingfish .
